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Pablo Picasso (1881-1973) 
was born in the country 
Of. Spain where bullfights 
are a popular form of 
entertainment. 





FIND the prints where Picasso used 
the bullfight as his subject. 


During a bullfight different people have 
different jobs. 


FIND the picador. He rides a horse 
and carries a lance (a long spear), 


FIND a picador’s horse that is 
blindfolded. Why do you think 
they do that for the horses? 


FIND either a banderillero or a 
matador, They both wave capes at 
the bull to make him charge. 


FIND a banderillero when he aims the 
banderillas (sticks that are shorter 
than a lance) behind the bull’s neck. 


Picasso’s pictures on the 
wall are called “linoleum 
cuts” or for short, “lino- 
cuts." they are prints; 
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linoleum cut, the artist 
cuts away parts of the 
linoleum that are not to be printed, 
Ink is rolled on the linoleum design, 
and paper is pressed against the 
linoleum to receive the printed image,

FIND linocuts in the exhibition 
that were made as posters, 


The image on the linoleum appears 
backwards when it is printed. What 
did Picasso have to do on the lino- 
leum to be sure that his words didn’t 
print backwards on his posters? 


FIND a linocut where Picasso didn’t 
bother to reverse his signature or 
the numbers of the date. 


Picasso often made 
portraits (pictures 
of people) that show 
the person’s head 
from two or even 
three directions. 





FIND a portrait that shows the head 
from the front and the head from the 
Side, both at the same time. 


FIND a portrait that shows the head 
from only one direction. 


What kind of portrait do you like better - 


the kind that shows one view or 
more than one view? 


As you look at portraits in the exhibi- 
tion, find more heads that show front 
view and side view at the same time. 








More than 400 years ago, the German artist 
Lucas Cranach the Younger painted this 
portrait. One of Picasso’s friends sent 
him a postcard of the painting, and then 
Picasso made his own version in a linocut., 


FIND Picasso’s version of Cranach’s 
painting in the exhibition here, 


What things do you find in Picasso's 
linoleum cut that are similar to 
Cranach’s painting? 


What things are different? 


Which version do you like better? Why? 
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Here are some other things to look for 
in Picasso's linoleum cuts:

In the Museum’s bookstore, buy 

a postcard of a painting in 

the Toledo Museum, In the gal- 

leries, see the actual painting, 
Ask a guard to help you find the 
painting. Study the painting as 
carefully as you can, 


At home, make your own versions 
of the painting as Picasso did 
with Cranach’s painting. Use 
Crayons, paints, marking pens, 
pencils or whatever. Use your 
postcard to remind you what the 
painting is like. Try making 
versions that are: 


- with just 3 colors 
- with stick figures 
- two views at the same time 


as crazy aS you can make it 


Ask someone to sit still while you 

draw a portrait of him or her. Use 
a marking pen to draw the head once 
from the front, once from the left 

Side and once from the right side, 

Then work from your 3 drawings and 

make another drawing that combines 

all 53 views into one drawing, Use 

more than one color marking pen if 

you wish. Have fun!
